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SWISS CONSUL IS 
AMAZED AT THEFT 


OF GERMAN PAPERS | 


Is Inclined to Disbelieve 


Story That Five Americans, 


Rifled Safes of New York 


Consulate. 


SAYS U. S. AGENTS 
WERE ON GUARD 


Neutral Is Much Distressed 
Lest He Be Suspected of 
Conniving in Affair—lIs a 
French Swiss. 


NEW YORK, Feb 23.—Amaze- 
ment was expressed .vesterday by 
Louis Junod, Swiss Consul here, 
when he read the New York Trib- 


une’s excluSive story, reprinted in 


J ° , @ 
vesterday’s Post-Dispatch, of how 


five adventurous Americans had 
rifled the safes of the German con- 
sulate, left in custody of the local 
Swiss Consul, and taken documents 
which proved of inestimable value to 
the United States in tracking secret 
agents of the German Government. 

Junod said: “I was amazed and 
surprised when I read the Tribune's 
story. It had never occurred to me 
that they had been — stolen. This 
makes my position very awkward. 

“IT had no interest in these German

ered it a sacred trust. If the safe has 


‘been rifled it was cleverly done. The 


seals of the German consulate were 
placed on the receptacle, and after 
that the seal of the Swiss consulate 
was added.

“Since reading the story I have 
been informed by a former employe 
of the consulate that agents’ of the 


‘Department of Justice were = on 


guard day and night during that 
period between April and July, 


1917, when the safe is supposed to | 
have been emptied. ‘This makes the ' 
affair seem impossible. Besides, if 


the safe were emptied, what was the 
purpose of replacing the seals? Why 
should robhers bother about seals? 
“I do not believe the safe was en- 
tered. The more I think about it. 


\the more I am inclined to find flaws 


in the plansibility of this story. J 
am calling the attention of the} 
Swiss to this article. Also I am go- | 
ing to investigate in an effort to de- 
tect whether it has been tampered 
With.” 

Junod was frankly distressed over | 
the discovery, and was most anxious 
that no doubt be left in the minds 
of anvone as to the impossibility of | 
the seizure having been effected with 
the connivance of any attaches of the 
Swiss consulate. The Consul tele- 
graphed his superior, the Swiss Min- 
ister at Washington, asking him to 
read the storyv. He also got into com- | 
munication with a former employe of | 
the consulate, who was in charge of 
the offices on ‘the ninth floor of 13 
Broadway at the time the safes were 
emptied of their contents. 

Swiss Consul Took Charge. 

These offices were the quarters of 
the German consulate up to the 
breaking of sconcaapaing relations be- 
tween German and the United 
States. After th: it the Swiss Consul] 
took charge and a sign was placed 
on the aly that read: ‘‘Downtown 
office consulate of Switzerland.” 

Junod discussed the story with a 
Tribune reporter twice vesterday af:- | 
ernoon. The first time he was thor- 
oughly resigned to the fact that the 
robbery had taken place precisely «« 
described, but distressed at the pos- | 
sibility that in some quarters he 
might be blamed for laxity. He is + 
French Swiss. 

Later in the afternoon he sol{cited 
another interview, and this time he 
explained that he had noticed on a 
more careful perusal of the article 
that the enterprise was said to have | 
been carried out between April and 
July, 1917. He said that he had tele- 
phoned to a former employe of the 
consulate who had been in charg 
of the work of caring for German 
Interests at that time and that this 
man expressed coniplete disbeliaf in 
the possibility of the safes having 
been rifled in the manner deseribed 
in the Tribune article. 

This disbelief was grounded on 
the fact that between April ane 
July, 1917. a guard was maintained 
day and night by Department of Jus- 
tice agents over the offices in 11 
Broadway.

TYPICAL CHAPTER IN OUR DIPLOMACY. 

In Fisheries Commissioner Hugh‘M. Smith's state- 
ment. made during the fur sales in St. Louis, about 
a three-fold increase in the Alaskan scal herd, is 
recorded a triumph for one of the most persistent and 
beneficent efforts of American diplomacy. 

This is an effort that began more than 5f years 
ago, during President Cleveland's first term. The 
| discovery was made that the great Alaskan seal herd 
was being sadly depleted by Canadian poachers. Be- 
cause the land haunts of these most interesting sea. 
mammals were owned by us, we had assumed title to 
the herd. Under a system inherited from the Rus- 
which paid the Govern- 
ment $50,000 a year and $2.62 1-2 for each skin, had 
the exclusive right to kill the animals, under condi- 
tions insuring their conservation and at the same 
time providing in some years aS Many as 100,000 skins 
for the trade. 

But the poachers slaughtered the mother seals when 
migrating or at sea searching for food, and the pups 
starved on land in the Pribilof Islands. England, 
which profited greatly from the sealskin trade, was 
agreeable to an amicable understanding, but Canada 
curiously resisted all attempts at an arrangement. 

Repeated seizures of Canadian poachers by our war 
vessels gave rise to vast irritation. Fur seals, which 
had formerly swarmed in many other waters, had 
virtually been exterminated and the problem of pre- 
serving ours engaged the best minds not only of 
America but of other countries for years. During the 
better part of a decade there was much talk about 
titles bought from Russia, of the Bering Sea as a 
of a Canadian ruthlessness contra 
bonos mores. 

One of the notable arbitration commissions of the 
last century met at Paris in 1893 to consider nothing 
but this question. The seven able arbitrators, at- 
tended by counsel as able as any in the world, de- 
though rec- 
ommending restrictions as a matter of international 
interest. An arrangement was made with England 
for a vear, but it was not renewed. Japanese as well 
as Canadian poachers invaded the sealing waters and 
the slaughter went on.- A comment in 1907 was that 
the seal herd was so nearly extinct as scarcely to 
be worth hunting. 

However, in 1910 the contract plan was abolished 
and the Government took over the care of the herd. 
In 1912 an agreement of interested nations, that only 
voung male seals should be killed, was put in force and 
with the coming of the war even poaching to that 
extent was checked. The Government's order the 
next year that the skins should be sent to St. Louis— 
rather than London to be sold was the beginning of. 
this city’s*great revival-as a fur center, though only. 


000. This year the herd is reported to have increased 
' to 525,000 seals. 
It is a characteristic of American diplomacy that 
we made this sustained effort, lasting more than 20 
years, because of our interest in natural history, 
because we desired to prevent the extermination of 
a part of our fauna, because we visualized piteous 
scenes. of baby seals, motherless and starving. 

Shall not our diplomacy show at least an equal 


solicitude for humanity living under intolerable, af- 


flictive conditions? If much thought is now given 

to peoples denied their natural right to wellbeing, it 

is consistent with our past efforts. Are not men and 
women of vastly greater reine than seals?
